Dear  Brother: — There  is  an  item  we  wish  to  present  to  you  and  the  Bishops  of  your  Stake. 

The  Church  has  no  income  now  from  stocks  and  dividends  of  various  companies  in  which 
Church  funds  were  invested;  so  we  have  to  rely  entirely  on  voluntary  donations  from  the  Saints,  to  meet 
our  current  outlay  in  building  the  Temple,  feeding  the  poor,  defending  our  rights  in  the  courts,  and 
other  expenses,  which  have  to  be  met,  regularly,  and  during  each  month. 

This  will  show  you  the  necessity  of  the  Bishops  forwarding  to  this  office,  either  direct  or 
through  their  Stake  Tithing  Clerk,  monthly  or  oftener,  all  cash  received  by  them  either  as  donations  for 
Tithing  or  Temple,  or  from  the  sale  of  stock,  merchandise  or  produce. 

If  convenient  the  Bishops  could  make  it  a rule  to  bring  to  the  monthly  Priesthood  meetings 
all  moneys  so  received,  turning  it  over  to  the  Stake  Tithing  Clerk  who  would  give  their  ward  proper 
credit  therefor  forwarding  at  once  all  such  cash  receipted  by  him  to  this  office.  Some  Bishops  are  in  the 
habit  of  holding  large  sums  of  money,  until  the  close  of  the  year.  This  is  not  right,  and  we  hope  the 
brethren  will  see  the  importance  of  conforming  to  the  above  suggestions. 

Furthermore;  those  who  are  in  the  receipt  of  quarterly  incomes  or  monthly  salaries,  should 
be  informed  that  their  Tithing  is  due  in  the  season  thereof  and  we  would  be  pleased  to  have  them 
hand  it  over  to  their  Bishops — quarterly  or  monthly  as  the  case  may  be — instead  of  letting  it  remain 
until  the  close  of  the  year,  when  it  sometimes  becomes  a hardship  for  them  to  pay  so  large  an  amount 
at  once. 

The  Lord  has  promised  great  blessings,  and  they  are  practically  material,  to  those  who 
observe  and  keep  the  law  of  Tithing  according  to  the  spirit  and  meaning  thereof,  and  it  is  so  plainly  left 
upon  record  in  the  inspired  writings  of  Prophets  and  Apostles,  ancient  and  modern,  that  the  Latter-day 
Saints  are  left  without  excuse  in  this  matter.  If  they  fail  to  read  and  understand,  and  to  obey  the  law 
of  Tithing  and  e:ijoy  its  blessings,  they  will  certainly  come  under  the  chastening  hand  of  Him  who  has 
always  given  that  law  to  His  people  whenever  and  wherever  they  dwelt  upon  the  earth. 

That  we  all  may,  as  wise  stewards,  be  found  faithful  watchmen,  always  observing  to  keep 
the  commandments  of  God,  and  ever  ready  to  give  a word  of  comfort,  counsel,  admonition  or  warning 
as  good  shepherds  in  Zion  is  our  earnest  prayer.
